We can'l 
imagine where our family might 
be if business were not permittee 
to make money. 


"(H) We are disgusted with 


our lower-middle-class friends 
and 
neighbors who complain 


loud and long about the 'high 
cost of living' while relaxed in a 
lovely living room, after a lovely 
meal, planning to polish one of 
their lovely cars. What t h e y 
really resent is the high cost of 
living high. 


"(I) We paid out about $1000 


in medical expense in 1963. My 
husband was hospitalized for 
three months. I was hospitalized 
four times for two weeks each.

Fidel Takes a Trip 


There is one thing certain about Fidel 


Castro. He is never at a loss for words. 


A lot of Russians, Cubans and ordinary 


folk were surprised when Castro quite sud- 
denly appeared in Moscow for the second 
time m less than a year. "I want to see the 
real hunters in Siberia and see how they 
live, how they battle with nature and how 
they prepare their food. It will be very 
interesting to live among these courageous 
people," explained Fidel with enthusiasm. 


But other sources suspected that the 


men in the Kremlin are concerned about 
the continued downhill trend of the econ- 
omy in Cuba despite all the advantages of 
communism and the examples set by the 
Soviet Union. Khrushchev may even be 
getting tired of sending some $1 million 


per day to Havana although he'has pub- 
licly announced that the Russians will con- 
tinue to help their fellow fighters for the 
revolution in Cuba—even to the point of 
sending force in case of invasion. And it 
is possible that Castro wanted to try to get 
the price of sugar a little higher since he 
is selling it to Russia for four cents a 
pound less than the world market price 
and a great deal less than the United 
States used to pay. 


How serious are the various economic 


failures in the Communist world it is too 
soon to tell. But it is possible that one of 
these days some top Communists if not 
Fidel himself may find out from first hand 
experience how men live — and die — in 
Siberia. 


The Reference Bureau Chief 


The Republican leadership of the state

The reference bureau command is a ca- 


reer assignment, and it is one of the most 
sensitive and strategic in state government. 


The most honored tradition in its opera- 
tions is the inviolable confidentiality of its 
advisory and investigative work. Republi- 
cans and Democrats can deal with it, with 
absolute assurance that their inquiries -and 
their proposals will be treated with respect 
and in confidence. 


Several other contenders in the civil 


service examinations were eligible on the 
basis of their experience and professional 
attainments.

Kennedy's Mission in Asia 


Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy's current 


mission in Asia may turn out to be as diffi- 
cult as making an indictment against 
James Hoffa stick. Kennedy has been sent 
by President Johnson somehow to persuade 
Indonesia's Sukarno that backing down 
from his absurd stand against Malaysia will 
not lose him face. 


Presumably Kennedy was picked for 


the chore because he and his wife made 
friends in Indonesia two years ago both 
with the leaders and with often rude and 
rebellious students. At that time the young 
attorney general showed his ability with 
the quick answer, the firm phrase. Cer- 
tainly he made an impression and he never 
backed down from his obvious faith in 
democracy as opposed to the various tyran- 
nies paraded around the world. 


Actually both Sukarno and the Philip- 


pines' Macapagal can be in serious eco- 


nomic trouble if they continue a boycott of 
Malaysia. The Philippines in fact have al- 
ready slowed down their resentment. But 
Indonesian guerrillas have been raiding 
borders of the various members of Malay- 
sia. And as living standards in Indonesia 
continued to slip, it was easy to imagine a 
more violent war which could spread in 
the always unstable waters of the Pacific. 


The United States has already cut off 


much of its aid to Indonesia. Kennedy has 
managed to get an agreement from Sukar- 
no and Macapagal to meet with the Prime 
Minister of Malaysia, Tunku Abdul Rah- 
man, by suggesting that the rest of the aid 
would go elsewhere otherwise. 


But Sukarno has not demonstrated 


much sense during his rule. It may be that 
he would consider a continuing small war 
against Malaysia far better for his personal 
prestige than peace. 


Disarmament Talks Start Again 


President Johnson's reply to Premier 


Khrushchev's suggestion a few weeks ago 
for the renunciation of force really said 
little more than did the Russian leader's 
vague commitment 
to peaceful solutions 


to problems. The reply probably indicates 
that the Administration will continue to 
try to avoid the areas where no agreement 
seems possible. 
e 


The nuclear test ban treaty was devel- 


oped under this policy. 
Since inspection 


is the stumbling block to agreements on 
testing, it could be overlooked in the treaty 
as detection of atmospheric tests are sup- 
posed to be easy without inspection teams 
near the spot. 


Specifically the President asked for the 


renunciation of force or the threat of force, 
the sincere seeking of peaceful solutions 
when disputes arise and reappraisals 'of 
the whole situation unless there is ceneral 
adherence to the principles of the renun- 
ciation of force 


President Johnson also outlined what 


he said were our aims in disarmament pro- 
ceedings. 
They included the prevention 


of the spread of nuclear arms to other 
countries, ending the production of fission- 
able material for weapons and transferring 
such material to peaceful USPS. bsnnmc all 
nuclear weapons tests, reducing the risk of 
war by accident or design, and moving 
toward genera] disarmament. 


The President urged the disarmament 


conference now reconvened in Geneva to 
discuss the means of prohibiting the use of 
force in settling disputes. He said the 
United States was ready to set up observa- 
tion posts to reduce the danger of surprise 
attack. 


But of course all of this is merely 


terminology. Its real meaning is that the 
United States will continue to discuss how 
to avoid war with the Soviet Union. We 
have not given up our insistence upon in- 
spection before we agree to a test ban in- 
volving u n d e r g r o u n d explosions. The 
Russians have not abandoned their efforts 
to get our foreign troops out of Europe 
although not their own. They are still cam- 
paigning for the Rapacki plan of a neu- 
tralized Europe. 


Presumably we should be relieved that 


the conference has started up again and 
that we are talking and not shooting. But 
we expect no more progress from the new 
talks than have been accomplished over 
the last ten years—except that the state 
of peace alone is some sort of progress. 


We regret that President Johnson did 


not see fit to point out the dangers to 
peace in the world of the Berlin Wall and 
the other restrictions to free travel of men 
and ideas which c o m m u n i s m erects. 
Khrushrhev has been making a big point 
of Ins renunciation of force speech and a 
little more pointing out of the problems 
of the Communist world would have been 
pertinent.

deeply angered'by the Repub- 
lican senate's refusal to per- 
mit him to install in appointive 
office some of the men of his 
own choice, as 
replacements 


for the last of the Republican 
survivors of the earlier Repub- 
lican regimes. The court has

wrong, but because in the na- 
ture of courts the judges avoid 
saying more tiian they are 
asked, the governor believes 
there remains a slender reed 
or two which he can grasp to 
make a new law-suit. 


It is a matter of semantics. 


The court has said that if the 
legislature is in "recess," .in- 
cumbent officials cannot be 
kicked out by the 
governor, 


no matter how ardent his de- 
sire to do so. But if the legis- 
lature is "not in session," the 
governor can make interim ap- 
pointments, although they are 
subject to the later action of 
the senate confirming or re- 
jecting them. 


This will strike the "laity, it 


may be supposed, as a pretty 
mysterious business. What is 
a "recess?" The court didn't 
elaborate. The tribunal's opin- 
ion said a regular session of 


the legislature may be Inter- 
rupted by recesses, as "long 
as such recesses can reason- 
ably b'e said to be taken for 
a proper legislative purpose." 
The recess of the 1963 legisla- 
ture between August and No- 
vember, it went on, "fulfilled 
this requirement."

When the legisla- 
ture in November recessed un- 
til April, its resolution cover- 
ing the act listed a number of 
matters held over

olution of August listed sub- 
jects kept alive during the in- 
terim until November.

sumably, therefore, the cur- 
rent recess is for a "proper 
legislative purpose." If 
so, 


then it won't tax the imagina- 
tion of the Republican legisla- 
tive leaders to arrange anoth- 
er recess in April, perhaps un- 
til July, and then yet others, 
through the summer and fall 
until the end of the interim 
and the time for the convening 
of the new legislature 
next 


January. Thus the governor 
would be foiled again. 


TIRESOME? 


All of which may appear to 


be a pretty tiresome story to 
the average voter. 


There may also be a discern- 


ing voter here and there won- 
dering about the 
governor's 


obdurate refusal to recognize 
that he is here involved in a 
stalemate which was the in- 
evitable and natural result of 
the electorate's inability to de- 
cide who should have power 
in the state government. He 
complains that the Republi- 
cans are interfering with the 
orderly processes , of govern- 
ment and denying his appoint- 
ment rights. But to other eyes 
it may appear that he is ex- 
ec e d i n g 
his 
appointment 


rights, under the decisions of 
the state court, or at the very 
least refusing to acknowledge 
that the electorate from which 
he claims authority also gave 
the state senate the authority 
to checkmate him. 


In 
contemplating 
this in- 


trinsically complex and legal- 
istic affair, the citizen will do 
well to remember that no of- 
fices will remain unoccupied, 
physically empty. The issue 
turns on the question of which 
"of two rival parties shall have 
the control, in their inability 
to reach a compromise solu- 
tion to a stalemate.

It is a model 
reply, which was printed in 
the Peabody Journal of Edu- 
cation, and which, I think, de- 
serves wider circulation: 


"Dear Virginia," he replied 


to the student, "you ask me 
for 'any information you might 
have on bacteria harmful to 
man.1 Since I have spent my 
life on this subject, and 
so 


did my father before me. . .1 
cannot send you all the infor- 
mation I have without sending 
you my library and writing a 
book for you. 


"The best I can do is to send 


you a book, under separate 
cover, which you can put in 
your library when you are 
through with it. I am also' 
sending you an article I wrote 
about this kind of question, 
which I hope you will give 
to your teacher. Possibly he or 
she will not like it, so tell him 


or her that you are not to 
blame. 


"You see, your teachers are 


trying to stir up in you an in- 
terest in what goes on about 
you, but teachers have fallen 
into bad ways in some of the 
things they do. If they told you 
how to use the library or help- 
ed you find a book and read it, 
then you would be growing 
with your learning. 


"But when they get you to 


ask someone to do your work 
for you, then they are robbing 
you of a chance to do your own 
discovering by thinking, by 
searching, and by studying. 
They are teaching you to de- 
pend on others when you are 
just learning to depend on 
yourself. If this goes onu you 
will become not only depend- 
ent on someone else all the 
time, which is no fun and is 
not necessary, 
but you will 


also 
find 
yourself believing 


everything you are told, and 
what you are told will not al- 
ways be as good as something 
you thought out for yourself. . . 


"I am trying to help you 


with your project, but help a 
little more than that. My stu- 
dents are mostly 24 years old, 
and I get not only letters like 
yours, but I see what happens 
when students subjected to this 
sort of thing try 
to do ad- 


vanced work. Some of them 
still think that, if they tele- 
phone to someone and ask a 
question, they have performed 
a great mental task. You be 
the one to whom they tele- 
phone, not the one who does 
the telephoning."
